A Big Capital Invested. 


A party of correspondents has just re- 


turned from a tour of the entire American 
chain of lakes from Duiuth to Buffalo, 
taking in Lakes Superior, Michigan, 
Huron, St Ciair and Erie—a distance of 
2,617 miles A representative of the United 
Press who accompanied the party, writes 
of the commerce and needs as follows 
There are now engaged in commerce on 
the lakes more than 2,000 vease's renre 
senting an investment of upwards of 
150,000,000 The average carrying capacity
